I ſhall nor art preſenc 
be ſo copious in giving my judgment herein, as I in- 
tended, in regard I have many other things confider< 
able ro write, Bur perhaps ſome will obje& and ſay, 
Why ſhould this laſt ConjunRtion be more confider- 
able then thoſe three Conjunfions going before, or 
thoſe many which are to follow after in this Trigon ? 
for we expe& no leſs then ſeven before rhe change 
hereof, To ſuch. I anſwer, Thar whereas there were 
onely nine ConjunRions of theſe grand Planers in the 
watry Trigon before-goirg, and by account there is 
uſually ten; and that the temth ConjunRion came our 
of courſe, bzing the laſt Conjun&ion preceding this 


.now in queſtion, arguerh char the effeAs of thoſe two 


ConjunRions going before were from that rime for- 
ward extinguiſhed ; and that this fourth ConjunRion, 
being in *% ſame ſign wherein they were conJoyned 
at the firſt entrance into this fiery Trigon, doth as ic 
were on freſh pur into a&ion thoſe effeRts which were 
ro depend upon the firſt and ſecond Conjun&ion. F 
am the rather confirmed herein, in regard the nexr 
Conjuntion which followerh in this Trigon will be 
in Leo, the ſame fign wherein the ſecond ConJunRion 
was after their firſt entrance herein, Thar the third 
preceding was our of courſe, will plainly appear: For 
m Anno 1425. Saturn and Fupiter made their ſeventh

meris. The fi:ſt Conjunttion of theſe grand Planers 
in the fiery Trigon, called by Afﬀtrologers the Sevemh 
or Sabbacical return, was upon the ſeventh day of De. 
cember, inthe year 1603, Concerning the cxcellency 
of the Number Seven, 1 could ſay much, which for 
brevities ſake I ſhall omir. I's the Number of the 
Sabbath, wherefore any rational man may j.1dge, thar 
ſome notable wo:k concerning Religion will follow af- 
ter. And without doubr,* nor one'y Europe, bur the 
whole World, will in d:e time be concerned therein, 
One thing conſiderable,as ro our Nation,did foliow this 
Conjun&ion, which was, the h1ppy uniting of England 
and Scotland by the coming in of King Famrs. The 
ſecond Conjunction in this ficry Trigon was nj on the 
ſeventh of Fuly 1623. near the ſeventh degree of Leo, 
{ a Regal fixed fign, being the Houſe of the Sun ) and 
in the Terms of Mercury: During the eff: Rs of this 
Conjun&ion, we had both peace and plenty in our 
land; alſo we were ofcen courted by mar y Embaſſa- 
dours, deſiring a continuance of Amity and Friend- 
ſhip. Alſo wc had, during the eff:Qs, great plenty of 
Gold; for the Suns in whoſe Houſe theſe Planets met, 
is Lord of that Metal; and I my ſelf have oft-times 
given money to a Go'd{imith ro have Silver for Gold. 
And as the fifch Houſe ( according unto Longitude ) 
wherein theſe Planers mer, is the juy of Venus; (0 
there was during the «ff-&s many merry ſports frequent 
in our land, 2s Stage-playes, Incerludes; Morris-dan« 
cing» Revelling, King ales> Mumming, and ſuch like. 
The third ConjunRiun of thoſe grand Planets was 
upon the fi tenth of February 1643. berween the 25 
and 26 degrees of Piſces, a ſign of the watry Tris 
gon, the Nighr-houſe of Jupiter, This CcnjunRtion 
falling our of courſc, in an aquatick figny did quench 
ani allay a'l thoſe genzra! good accidents which thoſe 
evo former ConjunRions d.d fore-ſthew ro happen and 
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continue, as T have before in ſome meaſure expreſſed. 
Whir followed afrer this Conjun&ion out of courſe, 
this Nation) as vell as others, was made ſenfible of ; as 
the Comer appearing in Ann, 1618. did plainly in ſome 
meaſure {ore-ſhew, This Conjun&ion falling within 
five degrees of Arirs, the firſt and chiefeſt fign of the 
fizry Tr'gon, (being the Aſcendanr of England, France, 
and many other places ) did cauſe the effe&s moſt 
eſpecially ro fall upon thoſe under the fiery Triplicity. 
Whac this Nation did unde-go during the effeRs, is 
freſh in the memory of many thouſands yer living 2 
What Civil Wars and ftravge alrerations both in 
Chrrch and Stare there was during the effe&:, would 
be 190 tedi us here to inferr. And *ris worthy our 
note to obſerve whar followed after, when Saturn and 
Fypitcr made their firft entrance into the watry Trigon 
in Amo 14:5. which in the Chronicles plainly ap- 
rears; a'. Wars, great alteration of Laws, and many 
grievous Herefies, Bur the moſt remarkable thing 
was, that under this Triplicity the Mzhometan Religzo 
oz began. And as this Morarchy had irs firſt rifing 
under this Triplicity, wherein this Nation, and many 
rhe 5 under the fiery Trigon, did ſo extremely ſuffer ; 
ſo in all prob: bility will theſe Mabometans, being the 
commen Enemy of Chriſtians, prove to be thar For- 
reign Enewy which in my Obſervation upon the great 
ConjunRion I do predi& will do ſuch inhumane things, 
And *cis eb{cryable, that the Moon was in platick op- 
p»ficion ro Saturn and Zupitcr arthe time of thisgrear 
ConjunRtion , which makes ic more plainly appear 2 
For under the dominion of the Moon is all Africa, 
and Conſtantinople, which is the chief Sear of the Turp, 
Alſo the Cognizance of the Turk is the Moon, which 
they carry in their Banners or Efifigns, And *tis ob- 
fervable , that immediarcly after Saturn apd Jupiter 
was conjoyncd in the watry Trigen, in Ann 1525» 
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A Prognoſiication, 

Rome was ſaci?d, and Pope Glement with his Cardinals 
were impriſoned. And immediately after Saturn and 
Jupiter made their ConjunRion in the watry Trigon, 
in Anno 1583. the Spaniard prepared a mighry Fleet to 
invade our Land, and accordingly did endeavour the 
t ſame, although to his great loſs and damape in Anno 
1588, I could have enlarged my ſelf much more here- 
upon, which for breviries ſake I ſhill omir 

I ſhall now in brief procced to give my judgment 
upon the laſt great Conjunfion of Saturn and Jupiter, 
which happened Ob. 10. 1663. the effeQs of which 
ConjunQion will nor rerminare until rwenty years be 
expired, Bur for the better confirmation of our judg- 
ment herein, it will be neceſſary to obſerve what may 
be colleted f.om the preventional fuil Moon , and 
poſtventional new Moon ; and from the Eclipſe next 
preceding, being Auguſt 22, 1663. wt evening, which 
which was manifeſt to thoſe who live in Nova Francia, 
Grazada, and places boidering upon V:rgima ; at 
which mement of time I find the third degree of 4- 
ries aſcending, and the firſt degree of Capricorn culmi- 
nating : the Planers thus poſited ; Satuiz and Jupiter 
in Sagittary, inthe eighth houſe; the Sun eclipſed in 
Virgo, a ſign intercepted, in the fixth houſe ; Venus 
and Mercury both in conjunRion in Leo, in the ſixth; 
Mats in Cancer, in the fourth , ſeparating from the 
ſquare of Jupiter ro the conjunRion of the Sun eclyp- 
ſed, and from thence to the ſquare of Saturn. This 
Eclipſe is as ir were the Prodromi or Fore-runner of 
that great Conjun&tion which was to follow after; [ 
fini the four Angles of rhe, Figure poſſeſſed with Car- 
dinal and moyeable ſigns, and the Eclipſe in a humane 
fgn 3 which argueth, chat man and mankind ſhall be 
beth paſſive and aRive during the cff:&s; and moſt 
eſpecially thoſe who are the chiefeſt amongſt men, and 


cf higheſt power and authority both Eccleſiaftical and 
Civil. Cons 
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- Concerning the Lord cr Lords of this Eclipſe, I 


find Mars, and next Mercury to be moſt ſtrong and 
powerfull, as having moſt Dignirics in the Aſcendanty 
Mid-heaven» and place of the Luminaries. When 
Mars and Mercury are Lords of an Eclipſe, they fores 
ſhew great wars and flaughters of men, fires, mur= 
ders, depopulations, impriſonments, caprivities inſur- 
reQions, rebellions, violence, hatred, and oppreſſion, 
rreacheries, and all manner of miſeries and miſchiefs 
incident to War; and much of theſe miſchiefs will 
be done under pretence of Religion: for Mars is in 
the Terms of Jupiter, This Eclipſe, according to our 
late obſervariens, falls between the ſecond and third 
Face of Leo, rhe Aſcendant of Rome, which threarnech 
captivities, beſieging and ranſacking of Cities, Towns, 
and Caftles, Churches, Religious Houſes, and ſuch 
like places, with much profanation thereof, And ac« 
cording unto the old accouur, as it falls in the firſt de- 
canate of Virgo, it fore-ſhewerh death, or ſome ſad 
diſaſter, ro befal ſome Man or Men of great Power 
and Authority in thoſe Countreys concerned. I am the 
rather confirmed hereing for that 1 find Saturn Lord 
of the tenth, is in the cighth. 

And whereas I find Saturn Lord of the tenth, ele- 
venth, and twelfth Mouſes ; and Jypiter,Lord of P3ſces, 
—_— in the twelfth ; and both Satura and Zup;- 
rer in the eighth, yer in the conſtellation of Sagittaryy 
on the cuſp of the ninth Houſe ; argueth thar not one- 
ly men of greateſt power Temporal, but moſt eſpecial- 
ly in Eccleſiaſtical affairs, will de moſt paſſive during 
the effe&s; alſo ir fore-ſhewerh death and caprivity 
unto many of them, and that many will be farced to 
forſake their dwellings, and to take long journeys and 
yoyages: alſo Neighbours will be private miſchievous

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and yer under colour of Religion. And as this defe& 
falls in the ſixth Houſc in a humane fign,ic argucth nor 
only fickneſs and great grief unto many, bur alſo a great 
falling away of SubjeRs from their Kings, Princes, and 
principal Govyernours ; Servants from thei: Loxds 
and Maſters, much damage being occ:fion:vd unto 
them thereby, And as Venus, Lady «f the (everth, is 
Joyned with Mercury, Lord of the fixth, in the fixth 
Houſe ; argueth that mens Wives ſh ll joyn with their 
Servants, and other infer ur Knaves againſt rh&ir Hſe 
*bands. Alſo many women ſhall be diſob:d.enr unto 
their Husbands » nor caring what becomes of them, 
And whereas Mars, Lord of the Aſcendant and cighth, 
is inthe fourth,in a watry fign,it argueth much loſs and 
damage unto ſuch who live or move uponthe waters. 

In the next place I ſhall defire the Reader to take 
notice of whar may be colle&cd from the figure of the 
preventional fall Moon preceding this greac ConjunRi- 
on: Wherein I find Gemin! 26 aſcending, 412i 29 
culminating ; the Planets thus poſited { Saturn and Fu- 
piter haſtening ro conjunRion in Sagit!ery, the ſign on 
the ſeventh Houſe;z the Moon in Ar2es, in the cleventh 
Houſe, haſtening from the trin= of Mars ro the oppoſi- 
tion of the Sun; Mercury, Lord cf the Aſcendantyinthe 
fixth, retrograde, peregrinezand cadent from his Hoaſe; 
Mars in Leo in ſquare to Mercury ; the degree aſcend- 
ing being the Terms of Mars; the Dragons tail in the 
tenth, in the Houſe of Saturz : All which confidered, it 
can portend no good, bur rather rhe contrary ; for the 
ſquare of Mars unto Mercury muſt necds forc- ſh: all 
thoſe miſchiefs and miſcries ro follow, as is before cx- 
preſſed in my judgment upon the Eclipſe before-goings 
andis rather increaſed then any way miniſhedwhich 
to repeat over again would be time loſt. 4 

I ſhall now proceed to give a brief judgment upon 
the great ConjunRion of Saturn and Zupiter] before* 

| men- 
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mentioned; which ConjunRtion was between the x3 
and 1 4 degrees of Sagit/ary, and in the 20th manſion of 
the Moon. This fign or Conſtellation according unto 
Longitude, may properly be called the ninth Houſe ; 
for ler the Aſcendant be whar ir will, the ſign Sagittary, 
and Jupiter the Lord thereof, ſhall be conſignificators 
ef the ninth Houle; which Houſe is by Aftrologers 
rermed the Houſe of Religion. And wirhour doubt, 
this great ConjunRion doth fore-ſhew ſome wonderfull 
work to be done in future, moſt eſpecially concerni 
Religion, Ar the time of ths great Cookuttunch 
find Mercury, Lord of the Aſcendant of the prevention 
nal Figure, both retrograde,and peregrine, in ſquare to 
Mers, and diſpoſed by Mars, who is in the houſe of 
the Lion, and he in ſquare, the other in oppoſition ro 
Aquarius, the day-houſe of Saturn, who is weak; pere- 
grine, and cadent from his exaltation; yer exalted 
above Fupiter, and both conjoyned in the ninth ( as 
aforeſaid;) Alſo I find ar the time of this Conjun- 
Rion the Moon in oppoſition to both, Fiom whence I 
do co'l:&, that notwithſtanding there appeareth much 
good to follow in due time, by reaſon Zupiter is ſtrong: 
in the Figure, diſpoſing of Satu'n in his Houſe; yer 
before that comes ro paſs, 1 find tharall rhoſe miſchiefs 
incident unto Mars and Mercury, which is. in part be- 
fore expreſſed, are like to befat many of thoſe people 
under the dominion of Sagittarius, Aquarius, Capricorny 
Piſces, and part of their Triplicities What thoſe 
Countreys are, would be roo tedious here ro inſert, for 
they are many ; not onely in Europe, bur alſo 4fiz and 
Africa. When Mars and Mercury ſhall combine in miſ- 
chief, rhcy threaten great wars and flaughters of mens 
befieging of 'Citics, Towns, and Caſtles, fires, mur-. 
ders, captivities, depepulations, rebellions, infurreis 
ons, treacheries, impriſonments, and fuch like' crucl- 
ties, An1 asthis Conjunction was in a noble, majeftick 
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| igns fo will the chiefeſt amongſt meg be concerned 
© will come ſuch amongſt =o whoſe hearts ſhall 
be vile, doing moſt horrible things, nor onely unto the 
livingy as carrying them away captive ito other Coun- 
treys» robbing and ſpoiling them of their goods and 
treaſure , bur alſo unto the dead, (| poiling and defacing 
ancient Monuments and Sepultures. And as this great 
Conjuncrtion was in rhe 2oth manſion of the Moon, it 
threatneth great calamity unto many, by being pur in- 
to ſtrong holds, and impriſoned. Alſo it argueth great 
decay unto many wealthy Societies, moſt eſpecially in 
Religion, and compelleth many to wander into far 
Countreys and ftrange places. And whereas I find Mars 
ar the time of this ConJunction in the ſign Leo, a ſign 
wherein they were'conJoyned at their ns meeting 
in the fiery Trigon after which there followed peace 
and plenty ; ſo now in ſtead thereof there is like tofol- 
low war, bloodſhed, and ſcarcity, with many other ca- 
lamitiess as is before expreſſed. The oppoſition of the 
Meon to theſe grand Planets at the time of their con- 
Junction, argueth, that multitudes of SubjeRs and in- 
feriours will fall from their Kings, Princes, and Supe- 
riours both in Temporal and Ecclefiaftical affairs, in 
thoſe Countreys ſubje@ to the hgns, and pait of their. 
Tripliciries before-mentioned, I find Italy, Rome, and 
places near adJoyning will be much concerned, And 
whereas I find at the time of this grearConJunction, Ve- 
zus in the Scorpion,a moſt peſtilential Sign, diſpoſed by 
'Mars, who cafteth his hateful ſquare thereunto, ir ars 
guerh much miſery and affliction is like to befal many 
p_ under the dominion of FPenus, whether Wives, 


ids, or Harlots, by reſolute and rnde Souldiers;, 


ſome being deflowred, others gotten with child, ard 
many groſly miſuſed and abuſed both in body and goods 
And whereas Fenys at the time of this great ConJuncti- 
on way in platick copJuncrion to thoſe grapd Plangrrgye 
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immediately after is firſt ftarionaryzthen retroprade.ard 
afrerward never cometh into partile conJunction ; From 
whence ir appeare@, that many ſhall ſeem willing to 
he'p,aid,and defer d thoſe people ſo inthralled, bur they 
will fall away, and in conclufion n-ver helpchem art all, 
being diſhearrened, and fearing the like calamiries ro 
befal themſelves; for Pinus by retrograde morion falls 
next into the Scorpion, a moſt peſtilenr ſign, and Mars 
atche time of this great conjunction did caſt his hateful 
ſquare thereunto : So thar it plainly apyvears, that thoſe 
expected hoped for friends are like to fall into the like 
calamity,not being able ro help themſelves, In the ne>e 
place, it will be yery conſiderable ro diſcover who this 
common Enemy is, that ſhall do ſuch inhumane things 
3$is before exprefled ; which the Moon, Lady of Cancer, 
doth plainly ſhew,ſhe being in appoſirion ro thoſe grard 
Planets at the time of their conjunction; for under the 
dominion of Cancer and the Mobn is all Africa,alſo Cone 


ſtantinople, which is the chief Seat of the Turþ, who for 


his Arms: or Cognizance giveth the Moon, which he 
carries in his Banners or Enſigns; and*ris not unknown 
what great miſchief he hath done already in many 
Countreys, Cities, and places ſubject ro thoſe ſigns, and 
part of their Triplicities before-mentioned. Yet notwith» 
ſanding thoſe great and many atchievements and won- 
ders wrought by this potent Enemy the Turk, he ſhall 
never accomplifh a full conqueſt, bur ſhall ſuddenly 
and unexpectedly be rujnated and vanquiſhed, as by 
the poſtventional Figure doth appear : For in the 
Scheam thereof, I find Leo 12. aſcending, Aries 23. 
culminating : the Planets thus placed ; The Sun,Moon, 
and Mercury inthe Scorpionz in the fourth Houſe 3 Sa- 
turn, Tupiter , and Venus, in Sagittary, in the fifth 
Houſe, ( bur in the preventional Figure in the ſevemch 
Houſe ;) Mars in Leoyin the Aſcendant) in trine to S4- 
turn, Fupiter, and Venus, and in reception with the Sun 
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by Houſe, and diſpoſeth of the Sun, Mocn and Mey. 
cuiy; the Moon being weak, peregrine, and in her fall, 
beheged of the Sun and M:7cury ; all the Planets ſub- 
rerranean, except Mars, who is within two d:grees of 
the Aſcendant aſcending: From whence I do collect, 
that a ſudden and uzexpecred diviſion ſhall befal thoſe 
numereus Armies of the Turk, and thar 2 great and 
mighry bare] ſhall be foughr, . herein maltitudes ſhall 
be flain: Then ſhall many of thoſe Kings, Princes, 
and others of great power, who were under the tri- 
bure of the Twh, decline and leave him, and ſhall ad» 
here and take part with a prevailing Army» who ſhall 
abour thar rime appear under the dominion of Mars, 
This is that Monaich cr tiſt-beginner of tha: Monar- 
chy who ſhall bc called The Lion of the North, whe 
ſhall deſtroy the remainder of thoſe wicked ones to- 
gether with Antichriſt, ment:o::ed in my Ephemeris in 
Anno 1659. and 1660, ( now more fully diſcovered.) 
This is that Lion mentioned in Eſdras, which ſhall 
come forth of the Wood to rebuke the E:gle, who hath 
flown ſo high, both in Title and Conqueſt. This is he 
who ſhall begin the mighty work of Conqueſt and Re- 


formation riroughourt the world : After which, thoſe- 


peaceable and happy days and times, ſignified by 7wp#» 
ter in trine to Mars, ſhail appear ; never more wars 
ſhall be. The truth is, many Aſtrologers have men- 
rioned this Lion of t'1e North, all agcecing thar ſucha 
Monarchy will ariſe out of the North part of the 
World ; bur our of what Countrey, Nation, or King+ 
dome, they do not agree. If he ariſe our of the hery 
Trigon,which is moſt probablezthen ir is moſt agreeable 
unto reaſon that he ſhould come forth of theſe North- 
ern Iſles of Great Britain: For Mars, who is in the 
Aſcendant, and the moſt potent Planer in the poſtven- 
tional Figure, as having moſt Dignities in the Aſcen- 


dant, Mid-heaven, -and places of the Luminarics, is 
nor 
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nor onely Lo:dof Ares, the fiſt ard chicfcſt figa of 
the fiery Trigon, £2giant's Afcendant, bur alſo fole 
Governour of the watiy Frigon by day and night, 
wherein Scotrand 1s Concerned , 25 viing under rae 
dominich of C:zctr, Bur 1 prefume many would wil- 
lingly know when tho'e happy and p*:ccable days fige 
nified by Fupiter might be, To {uh 1 anfiver, Chee 
muſt be a gencral Conqueſt throughout the moſt ha» 
birable places of the World, before there can be a gee 


" neral Peace ſetled 3 whic 1 co accompl ſh, will rake v 


ſome years: For, according unto the old ſaying, the 
World is wide ; y2t there is 1.0 queſtion, bur char ſome 
Kingdoms and Countreys will have peace ſooner then 
other. Should we mount up a little higher, to the 
Hermctich Learnings ag'ceing therein with Cornelius 
Agrippa, an excellent Philoſ-her, ir will benear 56 
years before this general Conqueſt and Sertleme; rt of 
Peace throughout the World will be finiſhzd ; Abour 
wiich time, Ham the Angel-guardian of V.unus doth 
ceaſe to re'igry and Z idhatl rhe Angel-guardian of Zu- 
piter doth b+gin ro _raks place, I his great bleſſing of 
Peace may come ſooner then we do expect;' fer it's 
fa'd in Holy Writs That for the El*&s ſage times ſhall 
be haſtued, And the truth is, there is ſome difference 
amongſt Aſtroiogers concern'ng the beginning of time, 
accounting -fiom the Creation, from whence we derive 
our judgment herein. But according unto thoſe gene- 
ral accidents already, paſt fince the beginning of the 
Government of Y«zus, this account ſeemeth moſt ra» 
tional, and is without queſtion the moſt exact account 
now extant, which time will make manifeſt. As con» 
cerning the incipiential time and termination of the. 
effects of this grear Conjunction of Saturs aod Fupiter; 
as in Eclipſes ( for this Conjunction js; [in the nature 
of an Eclipſe of the Sun, which is but the conjunction 
of che Sun ard Moon, to inferiour Planets,/in gud 
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of their Spheres ) irs moſt agreeable to Reaſon, rhey | 


ſhould immediately begin to overate ; agreeing herein 
with Origanys, whoſe words are theſe, Conſentaneum. 
namque eſt eclipſes ſtatem opzrari, & effeftus ſuos alie 
quamque extendcre : It is agreeable to Reaſon, that E- 
Cliplſes ſhould imm:diarely operate, and rhar they 
ſhould extend: their eff<crs accordingly. And as con- 
cerning the duration of the «ff-crs, experience tells us, 
raking bur notice of the or1er rwo Conjuncrions going 
before,whoſe effects are yer freſh in the m:mory of ma* 


ny thouſands y:t living,b2{id2s my ſslf,char we can allot - 
no leſs time then twenty yzars, it being the ſpace of 
time between each Conjuncrion of theſe grand Planers, | 


and in my Eviſtle co the Reader, you may find, that the 
effects of thoſe two fore-gving ConJuncrions did laſt 
much abour thar ſp ce of time, as there appeareth. The 
effects of this great Conjuncrtion for many reaſons may 


laſt longer, bar hardly leſs; for in an Eclipſe of the; 


Sun, the duration of its eff<c:s are nor worth the naming 
which dot! nor laſt until the nexr Eclipſe following : 
Bur conſidering that many Eclipſes and Years Revolu- 
tions will follow b:fore the <ffects of this great Cons 
Junction. js over, I ſhall at preſent acquieſce herein, 


(7 Queerning Eclipſes, there will be five this year, 
whereof three will be of the Sun, and rwo of the 
Moon. I ſhall onely take notice of the firſt rwo,which 
will be in the Moneth of Fanuary. The one will bea 
non-viſible Eclipſe of the Sun, upon Zanuary 6. at } 
a Clock in the morning; and will be ſeen by thoſein 
Arabie the Happy, Ormus, Zacotora, Siras, and the If 
of Palandare,and about rhe Indian Sea.

When wo Eclipſes ſhall happen in one month, we can expet 
no leſs then great events to follow after in the world,eſpecially 
in thoſe places ſubje& thereunto, wherein the defeR happeneth. 
The aſcendant of this Eclipſe being in the ſaine ſign, and near 


the fame degree as the Eclipſe of the Sun preceding, and all in - 


the ſame month, the effe&s I find to be nea- one ; wherefore I 
ſhal give my jadgment only on this Lunar Eclipſe,joyning here- 
with that Solar eclipſe. Concerning the Lord of this Eclipſe, 
I find Mars moſt powerful and ſtrong, as having moſt dignities 
inthe Aſcendant, Mid-heavenzand places of the Luminaries ; 
and Saturn next to take place, Wheu Mars is Lord of an eclipſe,

ral, This Eclipſe will work moſt forcibly upon thoſe Countreys 
under Leo,Aquarius,and part of their Triplicities. And where- 
a5 the defe&t hapneth 1n Leo, and that of the Sun preceding ig 
Aquarius,it argucth that the chiefeſt amongſt men ſhall be moſt 
met concerned, And whereas I find moſt of the Planets in the 
Aſccndanrt , and old Saturn their diſpefitor in the twelfth, 
as in the Eclipſe of the Sun preceding more tully appeareth,it 
argues that not onelya forreign enemy,bur alſo nei far. and 
acquaintance ſhall prove enemics as vile as the other,. joyning 
with, aiding aro aſſifling them, helping to bring ruine and de- 
ſruQion upon them, as 15 before expreſſed. And whereas Mer» 
cury Lord of the-5th. is in the Aſcendant with the Lord of the 
2« th. it argueth that many Ambaſſadors and meſſengers fhall be 
imployed, butto no purpoſe, for Mercury is near the Dragons 
tail, And whereas the Eclipſe preceding of the Sun was(accord- 
ing to the rew account) in the thiryd face of Sagitrary,it argueth 
various miſchief by Armies to mein and beaſts; or take it ac- 
cording tothe old account, it ſheweth the tumultuous motions 
of a King or Kings, with famine and ſcarcity of viauals, And as 
this Eclipſe of the Meon falls (according to the old account) in 
the ſecond faceof Leo,itſhews the motion of a Kiog or Kings, 
with various mutations : As (according to the new account) it 
falls inthe third decaratof Cancer,ir argues ſudden aeſtruRion, 
with death or fad diſaſters to many of the female lex. This be- 
ing a matutine Eclipſe, in the Weſt angle, the etfe&s will hardly 
begin to operare rill the latrer end of July, whenthe Sun comes 
to the place where the Moon was eclipled, 1 ke effe&s continue 
abeut three months; bur in regard the Suns eclipſe is mugh cons 
cerned kere n, I preſume the effects will continue rhe longers 
There will be thrce Eclipſes more beſides thele two | have als 
ready mentioned; One will be viſible in our Horizon ; but io 
ſmall,rhzt it will hardly be diſcerned.
